they haue of they: paryſhens theyz ty⸗ 
thes, offrynges, and dyuets other pꝛo⸗ 
fytes and commodities, as curates cu- 
ſtomably haue: Charitie wolde that 
they ſhulde burye them eſpecially that 
be houlcholders , and they: chylderne 
with dirige and maſſe freely, without 
takynge any thynge foz it: but to ſaye 
maſſe and dirige fo: ſtraungers they be 
not bounde therto, but of their charite. 
But yet to bury all them frely that dye 
within theparyſhe they are bounde of 
duetie to do it. 

¶ Alſo it is greatte trouble and vera- 
tion to the people in many places, that 
the ſacrament of confirmation is taken

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ple in ſome places be many tymes put

And 
ther vppon it foloweth that whan they

their miniſtration , but onely a reaſo⸗ 
table ſuſtentation fo theym ſelfe, and 
fo: a conuenient ſuſtenaunce fo? their 
houſeholde, and the reſydue they are 
bounde to diſtribute amonge the poze. 
And in this poynte the lawe of the re⸗ 
alme is ouermoche fauourable to ſpiri⸗ 
tuall men. Fo it ſyffreth them to make 
they: wylles and bequeſtes of theyz 
goodes, how ſo euer they come ta them

And thoughe that be agaynſte the ca⸗ 
nons, yet the clergie ol this realme per

they regarde but lyttell the pouertie ol

But 
if ſome pꝛouiſion were made to releue ỹ 
great multitude of pooꝛe men that be 
no we in extreme neceſſite, J trow fewe 
thin ges were moꝛe neceſſary to be gone 
about. And ouer that if any pꝛeſte be in 
ſuche extreme pouertie as they ſpeake 
of, it is moſte ſpecially thꝛough the de⸗ 
faute of ſpirituall men, foz they haue 
diuiſed titles fo2 pꝛieſtes in ſuche ma⸗ 
ner, that they be of none effecte in the 
lawes of the realme: And the cauſe ther 
of ts, fo: they aſtke not counſaylle ther:

kynges la we in that behalte, but make 
chem titles after the groundes ok other 
lawes.

And ſyth the hole clergie haue ſubmyt⸗ 
ted theym to the kynges grace. It ſe⸗ 
meth that he hathe good auctozitie to 
exampyne, howe ſuche viſitacyons: be 
vſed, and to ſette theym in ſuche oꝛ⸗ 
der, that vertue therby maye hereaf= 
terbe increaſed, and vice repelled and 
putte awaye.

As if a man lent 
money to a pooꝛe man at his nede and 
at the daye he al keth his money, hit 
myghthappe that yt he aſ ked it twyle, 
that ſome pooꝛe man wolde ſaye, that 
he was very haſty in the al kynge, haz 
uynge no nede to it, with ſuche other 
vnſittyng woꝛdes. And wolde not this 
happely — ſome man to lende 
money to other pooze men in their ne⸗ 
ceſſitic - I trowe yes, and pet it ſhulde 
not be foo.

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ſufferaunce, but be comfoꝛted as welle 
by ſecrete counſeil in confeſſion as by 
pꝛeachynge to gyue money fo2 ſowles 
inp nn oz in ſuche other maner 
as beto:e apperethe, as thoughe that 
ſhulde ſuftyſe vnto them wyl not then 
the Charitie to theyꝛ neyghbours be 
lyghtly foꝛgotten, though it be vndou⸗ 
tedly the beſte: It is no doubte but it 
wyll.

weth verely is trew but yet all though 
he be ſoo eſtopped to ſaye the 1

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he may beleue therin as he lyſte, and ſo 


reaſon wolde he ſhulde do of ſuche ca⸗ 
noniſations. And therfoze J thynke, 
that the meanynge of the ſayd gloſe is, 
that if the churche vpon vntrue pꝛokes 
canonile one that is no layncte in dede, 
that yet if a man wyll lay, that he is no 
ſaynt, that he offendeth in that ſaying. 
Foz why, to ſay that he is no ſaynte, is 
is aſmoche to ſay, as that he is in hell. 
fo: all that be in heuen oꝛ pourgatorie 


be laynctes. Foz they in purgatoue be 


ſure ot ſaluation , thoughe as ſomme 
holde opinton, they lacke the fruition 
of the godheed : and that therfoze it is 
ryght good and charitable to pꝛay that 
they may be bꝛought to it. 


¶ And then ſythe it is an offence to af- 
fpꝛme opinatiuely, that any perſon that 


ts departed is in Helle, onles it be pꝛo⸗ 


ued by lcripture that it is ſo, as it is of 
Capme, Judas, and ſome other, mo2e 


ſtronger he offendeth, that wyll opina⸗ 


tively ſaye, that he whome the churche 


hath canoniſed is in helle. But 1 
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(t be agreed, that it is an offence to ſay 
that he that the churche hath canoniſed 
fo a ſaynt, is no ſaynt, yet why itſhuld 
be heriſi to ſay he is no ſaint, ſith it may 
be true as he ſaith, and as the ſaid gloſe 
affirineth v it may be, J ſe no reſon. Foz 
they them [elf that haue canoniſed him 
knowe not ne can not know aſſuredly, 
that he that is ſo canoniſed ts in heuen, 
but that they haue a good truſte that 
he ts ſo. Foꝛ the wytneſſe maye deceyue 
them, as is ſaid befoze : And accoꝛdy ng 
to the ſame eſtecte it is ſayde, Extra 

ſenten.excommunicationis a nobis ſecundo, that 
the iugement of god is ſo knytte to the 
truthe, that it neuer deceyueth ne can 
not be deceyued, but the iugemẽt of the 
church foloweth oft times the opinion 


ok men, fo it may be vntrue a deceiue, 


and alſo lightly be deceyued. And moꝛe 
ouer one of the pꝛincipal intentes of ſu 
che canonilatios, is when any opinion 
riſeth amonge the people, that ſuche a 
man is a ſaynt, and that ſome begyn to 
honour hym, and ſome haply ſaye my 
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doo not welle to ſette the mattier in 


ſuche an oꝛder, that there ſhall be no 
{ciſmes thervppon amonge the peo⸗ 


ple. But yf any opinion ryſe amonge 


the people, that any is holye and bleſ⸗ 
ſed, and myꝛacles be doone, than it is 
ſuffered, that the people maye honour 
theym , yk they be not pꝛohybite by the 
ſuperiours, not withſtondynge the 
ſayde Chapitre Audiuimus. 

¶ And vnder this maner kyng Henry 
the ſprte, and mayſter John Shozfi be 
ſuffered to be woꝛſhypped, which be not 
canonyſed. And what a canoniſation 
tro weſt thou had the apoſtels, and ſuch 


other holy men, in the begynnynge of 


the churche⸗ BIS AVN CE. J trowe 
none, but that the holy goſte wytneſſed 
in the hartes of all the people, that they 


were holy and bleſſed, and that ſuffifed 


without any ferther canoniſation. S A⸗ 
LEM, Surely it is as thou ſayſte, but 
of ſome other newe ſayntes, it hath not 
benne al waye ſo, but whanne ſomme 


hath holden one veray holy, an _

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hath douted at it. And therfoꝛe to kepe 
the people in a good quyetnes in that 
behalfe . Canonyſacyons haue benne 
made, not that the people ſhoulde be 


bounde therby to beleue their holynes, 
às to an artycle of the faythe, but to 
gyue theym occaſyon the rather to a⸗ 


gree therin in one, ſythe ſo many great 
clerkes haue allowed the wytneſſe in 
pꝛofe of his holyneſſe, as there hathe 
Doone , 

¶ Ind therfo:ze though it were admyt 
ted that he were an herityke, that wold 
obſtinately Holde opinyon , that the 
churche gathered to gether inthe holye 
gooſte maye etre in a thynge that is of 
the fayth, à that this is of the ſame et⸗ 
fect, foꝛ as moch as the canoniſation of 
a ſayncte perteyneth to the Faythe, by⸗ 
cauſe that in the inquery of his fayth, 
and of his mozalle vertues , and of 
his doynge myꝛacles ſtondethe all the 
mattier: hit maye be aunſwered, that 
the cales be not lyke, foz two cauſes. 


Fyꝛſt 
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Firſt fo: that ſuch a canoniſation is not᷑ 
agappovynted by the lawes to the holle 
clergie, ne to the generall counſell, but 
to the ſee of Rome onely, and vndoub⸗ 
tedly that ſee may etre, deceyue and be 
deceyued. Fo: that ſee maketh not the 
churche. Seconde in ſuch a canontſatt- 
on it ſuffiſeth , if the wytnes affyrme, 
that he was a man of a true fatth,with 
out reherſynge all the articles of the 
faithe1n ſpeciall. And therkoze the de- 
termination of the articles of the faith 
foloweth not thervppon : And that the 
churche maye not erre in thynges that 
be of the faithe, IJ take it to be vnder⸗ 
ſtonde, where any great dout ryſeth con 
cernynge the faith, And that, that dout 
ts commytted to the churche : wherby 
IJ Jvnderſtonde mooſte pꝛopꝛely the ge- 

nerall Counſayle, that they then may 


not erre. Ind therto J can ryghte well 


agree. Foz it is not to thynke, that our 
lozde that is the very truthe, wolde leue 
his people without a dewe meane how 
to come to knowlege of the truthe —

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that wyll not leaue any one particular 
perſon in ſuche doubt, but that he may 
come to the knowledge ot the truthe, yf 
he wyll fully put his truſt in hym. And 
therfoꝛe it is ſavd. 2. par. xx. Cum ignore⸗ 
mus, quid facere debe amus, hoc ſolum reſidui ha 
bemus vt oculi noſtri ad te dirigantur, that is 
to ſay, Loꝛde when we be ignoꝛant and 
wotte not what to do, this only remay⸗ 
neth to vs fo2 our comkoꝛt, that we lift 
our eien vp to the, as who ſaythe that 
ſuffiſeth vnto vs, lo that we ſhall-not 
erre. But in ſuche a canoniſatyon, 
though all the hole clergie dyd it, they 
might erre. Foꝛ it is but mater in dede: 
and moze ſtronger theſe oꝓf Rome may 
erre therin. B JZ. This maner of reſo- 
nynge is daungerous. Fo: hitmyghte 
Iyghtely induce the people to ſette at 
nought the oꝛder and decrees of they? 
ſuperiours. S A L. As to that thou kno 
weſt well, that no man hath power to 
make lawes to bynd other, but he haue 
auctozitietherto of god. And yf it can 
be pꝛoued, that the clergie haue aucto⸗ 
| D ritie 
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rite ot god to canoniſe a ſaint, and that 
they be all heritikes, that beleue it not, 
tt muſt be obeyed, our loꝛde foꝛbeade it 
ſhulde be otherwyſe. But if it can not 
be pꝛoued, that they haue that aucto- 
ritie by the lawe of god, but that they 
haue hit onely by a cuſtome and ſuffe- 
raunce of Pꝛincis, thenne the reaſo- 
nynge ok hit ſhall doo good to caule 
the matter beknowen as it is. 
And yet maye the ſayntes that intyme 
paſte haue benne taken fo2 Holye and 
bleſſed, be ſtyll ſo taken. 
¶ And thenne alſo ſhall hit not be ta⸗ 
ken fo2 heryſye, that is none in dede: 
but the verye trewe intente of cano⸗ 
nyſations ſhalbe knowen. 
¶ And J ſuppoſe farther, that it were 
no greatte mattier, whether any were 
canonyſed hereafter oꝛ not, yf the peo⸗ 
ple wolde be qupete withoute it: and 
not be loo newe fangle to pylgryma⸗ 
ges, as ſomme haue benne in tyme 
paſte, and thenne to kepe the people 
in quieteneſſe and in good ozdre 0 all 
thin⸗ 


— —_ 
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thynges,kynges and pꝛincis are moſte 
ſpecyally bounden to befoꝛe any other. 
BYSANCE, Pꝛyncis canne not de⸗ 
termyne, who hathe a ryghte faythe, 
and who hathe not, ne what is a My⸗ 
racle, and what not. 

GS ALEM. To examyne all the 
partycular artycles of the faythe , is 
not neceſſarye in Canonyſations , as 
IJ haueſayde befoze, and what is a mi⸗ 
racle , and whatte not, Pꝛyncis and 
they: counlaylles maye haue knowe⸗ 
ledge ſufficiently: And therfoze as me 
meth it pertayneth mooſte ſpecially to 
theym to oꝛder and appoynte ſuche ca⸗ 
nonylacpons atte a generalle Coun⸗ 
ſaylle, rather then to any other takyng 
the clergye to them as they: counſay- 
lours in that behalfe. But fo2 as moch 
as Pꝛincis haue in tyme paſt lyttell re 
garded ſuche {mall matters, beyng oc⸗ 
cupyed in moze vrgent cauſes foꝛ the 
common welthe,byſhops and 1 
rulers haue loked vpon ſuche canoniſa 


e the people haue obeyed, 
D. li. and 
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and pꝛincis haue allented, and therin 
they haue done ryght well: and after 
by the long continuance and ſufferance 
they haue claymed, that they of ryght 
and none but they ought to do it: and 
vet haue they not only claymed that to 
the hole clergie, but haue ſo handeled 
the matter, that it hath bene bzoughte 
onely to the ſee of Rome to do it. And 
ther vpon pꝛetence hath ben made, that 
who lo euer that ſee wyll appoynt to be 
taken as holy and bleſſed, ſhall beſo 
taken vpon the peyne of heriſte, and to 
be taken as a ſciſmatike deuyded froo 
god, and his church, and whether that 
hath ben a great ouerſight, and a right 
great abuſion oꝛ not, it is apparant. 
BIZ. If one pꝛince auctoꝛiſed one as 
a ſaint,yet perauenture an other pꝛince 
wold not ſo accept hym, and ſo it might 
happen to make variances betwixt the 
countreyes, when one wolde take one 
as holy and bleſſed , and the other not. 
$ AL. And therfoze1t were moſte con⸗ 
uenient that it ſhulde be done at a = 
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nerall counſayle. And that pꝛincis and 
their amballadours ſhoulde be therin 
iudges, takyng the ſpiritualtie as their 
counlaylours in that behalfe, as is (aid 
befo:e, BIZ. If a man wolde ſay aby⸗ 
dingly, that Peter and John were not 
holye, { ſuppoſe hit were heriſie why 
ſhuld it not be ſo likewiſe, when a ſaint 
is canonyſed: and the people hathe of 
longe tyme accepted hym fo2 holy and 
bleſſed, be heriſie to lay abidingly, that 
he were not holy ne bleſſed: S AL. To 
ſaye that Peter and Johñ oꝛ any other 
of the apoſtels were not holy and blel⸗ 
ſed, it were ageynſt ſcripture? Fo2 our 
loꝛde ſaid to the apoſtels, Luce. 22. 4 02- 
deyne to you as my father hath oꝛdey⸗ 
ned to me the kyngdom of heuen: that 
ye ſhall ſyt vpon my table in my kyng⸗ 
dome, iugyng the. xii.tribus of ſrael, 
No man therfoze may ſay that the. rit. 
apoſtelles be not in heuen, but he ſaye 
ageynſt ſcripture. And ſo the very ſcri⸗ 
pture is a ſufficiente canoniſation foz 


wen. But it is apparant inough, that 
D. iu. tt is 
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it is not ſo ot other ſaintes, Þ be not ca⸗ 
noniſed by ſcripture, though they haue 
by reſon of their holy life à miracles bẽ 
accepted fo2 ſaintes neuer ſo long. And 
therkoꝛe though a man,y wold lay, that 
he that were lo canoniled were not woz 
thy to be canoniſid did not wel ne were 
not to be comended, bycauſe he went ſo 
tar fro the comon opinto of the people, 
of that» clergie hath appzoued, yet it 
uld ſeme not to be heriſy to ſay it. BI. 
what is it then to ſay, that a nother mã 
that is not canoniſed is as good æ as 
high in heuen, as Peter oꝛ Johne s A L. 
Durely it were a foule pzelumption, ⁊ 
a great ouerſight to ſaye it: but pet it 
were no hereſie. Foz it denieth not but 
that Peter a Johfi be in heuen: and J 
truſt 5 there ar none of p opinion. And 
1 any ma of malice,x to make a rumoz 
monges people, wyl repoꝛt that there 
ge certeyn perſons of that opinion, they 
dffended right greuouſely therin. And 
urely luche repoꝛtes haue done great 

utt, and wold be wel loked vpon — 
ö alter. 
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after. Fo2 there be many ſo light of cre⸗ 
dence, that though the thing ſpoken be 
to the hurt of a right gret multitude of 
people, vet they wil anon repozt it duet 
to other, not knowing v it is true 5ᷣ thet 
ſay. 29, And now it thou wilt giue me 
p hering, { wyl ſhew the a litil of my co 
ceite, cocerning the chap. Ois utriusq́; ſe⸗ 
xus, which is ex.de pen. & ramiſſ. BI, what 
thinkeſt thou of v chaptre z $ A. That 
it is not ſo reſonable in one point as me 
thinketh it ſhuld be, + p foꝛ this cauſe: 
cuery perſon man à woman, after that 
he oꝛ ſhecomith to the yeres of diſcreciõ 
ſhal therby ſpecially ones in the yere be 
cofeſſed to they: owne peſt, wherby is 
bndcrſtande they: owne Curate : howe 
be it, it is decreed after in the ſame cha⸗ 
pitre, that if a man vppon a iuſte cauſe 
wyll be confeſſed to an other pꝛieſte: he 
ſhal fyꝛſt aſ ke licẽce ot his owne pꝛieſte 


and opteyne it: foꝛ els the other pꝛieſte 


(as it is ſayde there) maye nother looſe 
hym no2 byndehym . But it is not ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſedly declared in the ſayd chapitre, 

D. lili. that 
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that yt a man vpona iuſte cauſe aſke 
lycence of his pꝛopꝛe pꝛieſt to be ſhʒiuen 
im an other place, #he of malice oꝛ fro⸗ 
wardnes rekuleth to gyue hym licence, 
whether he may ther vpon be ſhuuen at 
his liberte in an other place, a ſom haue 
ſayde that in that caſe, the paryſhen is 
bounde to go to the ſuperiour, and that 
he may compelle the curate to gyue ly⸗ 
cence. And ſome other haue ſayde, that 
the ſuperiour may in luche caſe giue li- 
cence him ſelfe, And many curates pꝛe- 
tende the contrary, bycauſe the wozdes 
of the ſayd chapitre be ſo generall, that 
lycence muſt be opteyned. And therkoze 
they ſay in al caſes the paryſhens muſt 
be ſhꝛiuen of their pꝛopꝛe curates, one⸗ 
les the curat be content to gyue lycence 
to the contrary, And therfoze foꝛ a 
moꝛe clere waye in conſcience in this 
behalfe, many paryſſhens haue in ty- 
mes paſte obteyned froo Rome, that 
they myghte choſe theym an able con⸗ 
feſſour , and a greatte multitude of 
ſuche lycences haue bene 1 
as 
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as it is well — whiche hathe be 
right great charge to the people in ma⸗ 
ny places. And yet curates haue holde, 
that not withſtondynge ſuche licences, 
religious men, bycauſe they be neyther 
elected by the people, ne appoynted by 
the byſhoppe, to haue the execution of 
a pꝛiſtes power ouer the peple, be none 
able confeſſours, and dyuers men haue 
ben of the ſame opinion. And therfo:e 
a ferther queſtion hath ben moued ther 
bpon, thatif any religious men haue 
opteyned a pꝛiuilege, that they may en⸗ 
loyne penaunce to the people, whether 
that then they be able confeſſours, fo 
that they may laufully here the confel⸗ 
ſion of an other mans paryſſhen, that 
hath ſuche a pardon, as is afoze reher⸗ 
ſed, and no lycence of his curate o2nor, 
and yet many curates haue ſayde nay, 
And the gloſe — the ſame chapytre, 
Omnis vtriuſq; ſexus, vpon thele wozdes, 
Alieno ſacerdoti, is of that opinion, as to 
the reder wyll appere. 


CInd by theſe diuerſities of opinions 
D. v. haue 
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haue riſen great variances and ſtriues 
bytwirte curates and they: pariſhens, 
where moſt loue and charttie ſhuld be, 


to the right great peryl and daunger of 


the loules of many perſons: ait is ve⸗ 
ray lyke ſo to do as longe as it ſhall be 
| ſuffered to contynue as it dothe. It ſe⸗ 
meth therfoꝛe right expedient, that the 
rulers pꝛouide a conuenyent remedye 
in this poynte, in as reaſonable time as 
they can. 

And ferthermoze if ſpiritual reulers 
wolde now in this daungerous tyme, 
fo: the auoydyng of ſuche abuſtons, as 
be here befoze remembꝛed, and of dy⸗ 
uers other here oinytted, wherby great 
gruges haue ryſen in many parties of 
chuſtendom, be dylygent callers on to 
haue a generall counſaill, not onely to 
auoyde ſuche abuſions, but aiſo to de⸗ 
termyne, what power the clergie ought 
to haue, by the la we of god, and what 


by cuſtome oꝛ by graunte of pꝛincis, 


and what not. And that they wolde be 


be contented to renounce all luche auc⸗ 


tozitie 
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tozite as the ſayd counſail ſhuld thynke 
erpedient to be renounſed: then it will 
appere, that they intende the honour of 
god, and welthe of the people. Ind ik 
they wil indeuour them ſelf to defer the 
general couſayl , ⁊ reſiſte it to their po- 
wer thẽ it is a lykelyhod, Þ they wyl do 
what they can, to maynteyne the auc- 
tozitte, power,x woꝛldly honour Þ they 
haue had in tyme paſte, without aba⸗ 
tynge of it. And ik it be ſoo, all pzincis 
chuſtened are bounde in conſcience to 
loke on it: and not to ceaſſe, tylle they 
haue by one aſſente refourmed, that is 
amyſſe in that behalfe. B IS. Perauen⸗ 
ture they wolde be the lother to ſuche a 
refoꝛmation foꝛ it ſhuld ſhew a defaute 
in their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs, in that they wolde 
pꝛetende to haue a power, where they 
had none: and that they wold alſo ſuf- 
fer ſuche thinges, which now be taken 
fo: abuſions. $ AL. That pzetence and 
ſufferãce was not begon by the biſhops 
that nowe be, and if they had, yet they 
ought not to poder it lo moch, but — 
they 
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they ſhoulde refourme it if they coulde, 
accoꝛdyng to this counſatle, that ſaith, 
that that we haue vnadutſedly doone, 
let vs aduiſedly refozme ageyne. And 
yf they wyll do ſoo, J thynke veryly, 
they (hall haue moze true honour in the 
hartes of the people , then they haue 
had in tyme paſt. Ind it is not foꝛ ſpi⸗ 
rituall men moche to regarde ſuch tem 
po:al honour. Fo: they may moꝛe light 
 Iyoffendetn acceptynge of it, than tem 
poꝛal rulers. Foꝛ they ſhulde euer ſtere 
the people by woꝛde and by example to 
perfyte mekenes, and to diſpiſynge of 
all wozldly pleaſures : and ſuch woz2ld- 
ly honours in ſpiritual men, bꝛeke that 
exaàumple very moche. Moꝛe ouer it is 
not verye lyke, that theſe grudges and 
murmurations that nowe be amonge 
chuſten me wyl be appeſed, but it be by 
a general counſayl, oꝛ by battayle, And 
battaylle can be no reaſonable iuge in 
this caſe. Foz J here of no matter v ts 
now in variance, but that it may right 
wel be determined by way of 2 
N 
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And the people as far as euer J coulde 
perceyue, are moche deſpꝛous to here 
the determynation of the ſuperiours 
therin, a redy to obey, and ar not incly- 
ned to any one opinion articuler oz ſin⸗ 
guler affectiõ ſo moch, but that they ar 
redy to be rekoꝛmed: a deſyꝛe nothynge 
moꝛe then to knowe the truthe, and to 
haue perfit mekenes appere amonge 
clergi. Who may then in this caſe with 
out offence take the ſwerd, not aſſaying 
fy:ſt, whether all myghte be appealed 
with Loue and Charitre withoute the 
ſwerde? J trowe no man wyll ſay that 
any man may do it. And ferthermoꝛe it 
appereth in a boke that is called Libellus 
de moribus Turcarum, that there be among 
the turkes foure dyuers opinions, who 
(hall be ſaued, wherofthe fyzſt opinion 
is of them that ſay, that no man maye 
be ſaued, but by the law of Mahumite. 
The ſeconde opinion ts of theym, that 
ſaye the lawe of Mahumyte pꝛokiteth 
nothyng but the grace of god, the whi⸗ 
che they ſay pꝛofiteth without lawe men 

merit. 
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merit. The. ut. opinion is of the that ſay 
that euery ma ſhalbe ſaued by His me⸗ 
tit without law oꝛ grace. The.iui. is ot 
them that ſay,p euery mi may be ſaued 
in his own belcfe,x that there is gyuen 
to euery natiõ a law by god, in the whi⸗ 
che he may be ſauid. And that no law is 
better thã an other, how be it they that 
be of that opinion, be moche ſuſpected 


amonge the Turkes, and be taken as 


ſciſmatikes, and be greuoulely puny⸗ 
ſhed, when they be found. And therkoze 
they kepe theym ſelfe ſecrete, and dare 
not ſhew their opinion openly: but they 
that be of the other thꝛee opinions, be 
all of great multitude and power, and 
dare well auowe their opynton . And 
 thervppon ryſeth many tymes greatte 
aͤrgumentes, variances, and debates, 
whiche ſometymes can not be appeſed 
without great battaylle. And therkoꝛe 
he that is hath his waye pꝛe⸗ 


ferred foꝛ the tyme. And thele opinions 


can neuer be clerely determined amõge 
them, bicauſe they lacke a . to 
ng 
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bꝛynge them to the knowledge of the 
truth therin:fo2 the boke of their lawe, 
which they call the Alkaron, is ſo ful of 
lyes and vayne trifles, that it bzingeth 
them alwey that loke vpo it, into moe 
doutes then they were befo2e. And ther 
fo:e they: pꝛieſtes be al way ſoꝛye, when 
it ſhal be bꝛought foꝛth. Fo: they know 
well, that the moꝛe it is loked vpon, the 
moꝛe the falſehode therof wyll appere. 
But we be all in an other cale, foz we 
haue ſuche a law, that is to ſay the law 
of Chziſt, that if we wyl with mekenes 
ſtudy howe we myght come to the true 
knowlege of it, we ſhall pleynly ſe in it 
the true concluſtons of al thinges Þ be 
neceſſarye to our ſaluation. Ind if our 
pꝛiſtes wolde be loth to haue v law of Þ 
goſpel knowen, it coude not be thought 
to be bicauſe the truth will not appere 
by it, foꝛ in dede as they knowe beſt, all 
truth apereth in it. And therkoꝛe if they 
ſhulde reſiſte to haue it come to perfite 
knowlege, it were lyke that they dydde 
it fo: feare that it ſhulde appere => 

owe 
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howe far they: maner of lyuyng nowe 
in theſe dayes varieth fro it than that 
they ſhulde doubt that the trouth wold 
not appere by it: what then ſhuld moue 
vs to leue that trouthe, and tourne vs 
to the vncertayne chaunce of battaylle 
and warre - It we do ſo, we ſhewe our 
ſelfe by our dedes to folo we the Tur- 
kes and ſaraſyus rather then our mai⸗ 
ſter Ch:iſte, though we wolde with our 


wonꝛdes happely ſay nay. And it ſuche 


a generall counſayle were gathered, it 
ts no doubte, but that they wolde holly 
agree, that the clargie ſhoulde haue all 
the power and auctozitic that was gy⸗ 
uen to them of Chꝛiſte. Foz they might 
not take it fro them if they wolde, 


And ouer that it is not to ſuppoſe, but 


that they wold agre alſo: that the cler⸗ 
gie ſhuld hold and enioy al ſuche aucto 


— ubertie a power, as hath in tyme 


paſt ben graunted to them by tempozal 


pꝛincis, oꝛ that they haue by cuſtome 


had polleſſion of, ſo that it ſtande with 


oo honour of god, encrece of the faith, 


and 
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and the tranquillitie of the people. And 
ik they pꝛetende to haue any auctozitee, 
that ſtandeth not therwith, it were nei⸗ 
ther good fo: them ſelfe ne koꝛ none o⸗ 
ther, that they ſhulde haue it any len⸗ 
ger. Ind ferther moꝛe there is yet one 
thynge, that doche as moche hurte, as 
IJ trowe any other thinge dothe. B Y Z. 
What is that : SAL. That there is an 
opinion amoge moche people, that ma 
ny of the clergie, bothe ſpiritual rulers 
and other vnder them, haue taughte x 
pꝛeched in tymes paſte diuers thinges, 
mo:e ſpectally fo2 thetr owne ſyngular 
p:ofite and honour, then fo: the honour 
of god oz welthe of the ſoules of the pe⸗ 
ple, æ that yet they endeuour them ſelfe 
no moe to eaſe the myndes of the peo⸗ 
ple therin then they do. Fo2 neyther do 
they make it appere to the people, that 
they grudge therin without cauſe, and 
ſo offende god thetby: ne yet refourme 
they not that that the people gruge at. 
And nowe if any man wyll ſaye, that 
good indifferẽcie wolde, that we ſhulde 
E haue 
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haue touched alſo defautes in the tem⸗ 
pozaltie moze thenne we haue done, to 
that I wyll ſaye thus, that J am right 
karre deceyued , but this be true, that 
the woꝛlde ſhall neuer come to a good 
peace and perfyte refoꝛmation, tyll the 
ſpiritualtie, epther by their owne free 
wyll, oz els by a good diligent callinge 
on of the tempoꝛaltie, be fyꝛſte refour- 
med, and that then they in charitie and 
in a pure loue to god and to the people, 
putte to their handes to refoꝛme ſuche 
thynges, as they thynke to be myſuſed 
by tempozall men, whiche yk they do, 
it is not to doubte, but that they ſhall 
righte ſhoꝛtely bzynge the matter to a 
ood effecte. Fo2 it is no lyttel thynge, 
at ſpirituall men maye doo therin, if 
they wyll, and if they wyll in no wyſe 
lay their handes to the matter, J think 
verily, that it wyll be harde to bzynge 
the wozlde to a good refo:mation : but 
that it ſhall abyde ſtyll out of ozder as 
it hath done in tyme paſte.

Foz the 
ſtatute of Circumſpecte agatis ts, that coꝛ 
rections, whiche plates matze koz deed⸗ 
ly ſynne as fo: foznicacion, auoutrie,+ 
ſuche other: the ſpirituall iudge, if he 
pꝛocede to the coꝛrection of the ſynne, 
ſhall holde plee, not withſtandyng the 
kynges pꝛohibition. And by the ſtatute 
of Sub qua forma, pf bodyly penaunce be 
enioyned, and the partie wyll freely re⸗ 
deme 
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deme it foꝛ money, he may doo it. And 
ſoit ſemeth, that the cozrections of fo2- 
nication, auoutrie, and ſuche other, by 
the which terme (fuche other) be vnder 
ſtande vlerie, ſimony, yea and periurp, 
and ſklaunder in ſome caſes, perteyne 
of very right to the pꝛelates to coꝛrect. 
And though they aſligne vnreaſonable 
penaunce, yet J ſuppoſe there is no re⸗ 
medy, but by appeale. And yf the par⸗ 
tie lele the aduãtage of his appele,then 
he hath put hym ſelfe without remedy. 
And ferthermoze by the conſtitution ꝓ⸗ 
uynciall, that is in the thyꝛde boke az 
monge the conſtitutions, De immunit ate 
eccleſie, which begynneth, Seculi principes, 
It appereth, that he that is in pꝛiſon, 
fo: that he is excommunicate, oughte 
not to be delyuered tyll he haue made 
ſatisfaction as well to the churche, as 
to the partie: And ſo ſythe the churche 
may alſligne the ſatisfaction, it ſemeth 
that the churche is the high tudge. S A. 
percepue thy conceyt wel, but er that 


anlwere the therin, J ſhall ſhewe the 
E. ili. inp 
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my conceyte in a nother thynge, that 
is to ſave, that as J ſuppoſe, ſuche \pt- 
rituall coꝛrections as nowe be vled fo 
fornication, auoutrie, and ſuche other 

be not merely grounded vpon the lawe 
of god, but by the law of man, a in this 
realme they ben done by the clergy, by 
a cuſtome of the realme, except only the 
ces or ercõmunication. And ik the kin

haue compleyned of hit. And J holde 


it no great doubte, but that the patlya⸗

But parauenture it was 
thought at the begynnynge of that cu- 
ſtome, that it was moꝛe eaſe foꝛ the peo 
ple, and leſle expences, and parauen⸗ 
ture moze conuentente to haue ſuche 
ſmalle matters ſued in the ozdinarits 
courte, then in the kynges courte : and 
therfoze it was then ſo ſuffered to be. 
But it it ſhoulde happen to appere by

as in the oꝛdinaries: It ſhoulde ſeme 
good to bꝛynge ſuche cozrections to the 
kynges conrte . Fo: tho ſynnes may be 
co2rected there, as wel as in the ſpiritu⸗ 
all courte. Fo2 hit is here to be noted, 
that although a man be enioyned in the 
ſpirituall court to do ſuch compulſato⸗ 
rie penaunce as is there comonly vſed, 
and he doth it: yet he muſte after that 
be confefled of the ſame offence, x take 
penaunce of his goſtely father. And ſo 
myght he do if he were fyꝛſt coꝛrected in 
the kinges court. Neuertheles J ſpeke 
not this to thentent , that J wolde that 
ſuche ſuites ſhulde be bꝛoughte to the 
kynges courte, but that Hit maye ap⸗ 
pere, that pꝛelates holde plee therof by 
the cuſtome ok the realme, and by the 
ſufferaunce of the kynge and of his 
lawes : and not by the imediate aucto⸗ 
ritie ofthe lawe of god. BY SANCE, 
Jf they may holde plee of ſuche thyn⸗ 
ges it is all to one effecte, whether it be 
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by the lawe of god oz by the lawe of 


man. $ AL. Nay fo2 if they haue it on⸗ 
ly by cuſtome, it may with a cauſe be ta 
ken fro theym, and that maye happely 
cduſe them to take the better hede, how 
they oꝛder theym ſcife in hit. And pf it 
were by the lawe of god: then it might 
in no wple be altered. 

¶ And as to the cozrection of hereſie, 
the kynge hath al waye [ene it doone in 


this realme: excepte the tyme that the 


ſtatute that was made in the ſeconde 
yere of kyng Henty the. iii. concerning 
hcreſics, ſtode in eſfecte. Fo2 if a man 
befoze that ſtatute, had bene delyuered 
by the oꝛdinaries to the laye courte foz 
hereſye, he myght not haue bene putte 
in execution withoute a wꝛytte fro the 
kynge, but with a w2ytte fro the kyng, 
after the olde cuſtome of the realme, he 
myghte then laufully haue bene put in 
execution. But yet as J take hit, the 
kyng was not then vpon euery requeſt 
made fo: ſuch a wzyt,boundefo:thwith 


to graunte it, but that he myghte 18 
a reſ⸗ 
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that anyſuche wzptte ſHulde be ſued fo 
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a reſpite to ſe the pꝛoces, a ther pon to 
graunte the wꝛytte oz not to graunt it, 
as he ſawe to ſtonde with tuſtyce : but 
ag it ſemeth there were ſome that were 
not content, that the execution ſhulde 
be delayed in ſuche caſe tyll the kynges 
wꝛytte came, but that he ſo delyuered, 
ſhoulde foꝛth with be put in execution, 
and after the (aid ſtatute of ſecundo of 
Henry the fourth was made, by what 
conueyance J can not fully telle, but it 
is not vnlyke, but that the clergy labou 
red tt, wherby it was enacted, that in 
ſuche caſe the party ſo deliuered, ſhulde 
be put in execution, no mencion made 


to the kyng : by whiche ſtatute the par⸗ 
ties lo delyuered were ſometyme put in 
execution without any ſuche wzyt , and 
ſometyme labour was made not with⸗ 
ſtandynge the ſayde ſtatute, to haue 
ſuche a wꝛytte to ſaue all thynges vp⸗ 
right, and that the kynge ſhoulde take 
no diſpleaſure, But that was not done 


2 neceſſitie but of policie. Foz the ſta⸗ 
E. v. tute 
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tute was in the lawe ſufficient warrite 

withoute wzptte . Under this maner 
diuers haue ben put in execution foꝛ he 
reſie, whervpon haue ryſen great mur⸗ 
mours and grudges amonge the peo⸗ 
ple, whan ſlomme haue attirmed , that 
dyuers ſo putte in execution fo2 herely 
were no heritikes . voherfoze the ſayde 
ſtatute of Hen. the fourth was repelled 
by the ſtatute in the. xx v. yere of kynge 
Yenry the. viit, as reaſon and conſci⸗

ence wolde it ſhoulde: and ther vpon it 


is oꝛdeyned, that it he that is laufullye 
donuicte fo2 heryſy, refuſe to abiure, 02

that then he ſhalbe commytted to the 
laye power to be burned. ac. The kyn⸗ 
ges wzitte, De heretico comburendo kpꝛſte 
had and opteyned fo: the ſame . And lo 
the oldelawe is therin reuyued. And 
as me ſemeth it appereth euidẽtly, that 
in that execution the kynge is iugge. 
Foz it can not be done without his watt,

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bounde to — when it is aſked: 
but as vpon the fight of the pꝛoces and 
ſentence, he ſhall thinke the ſentence to 
ſtande with reaſon and conſcience. Foꝛ 
the ſtatute is not, that the kynge ſhall 
graunte the wiitte, but that the partie 
ſhalbe burned, the kingis wait De here- 
tico comburendo fyilte had and opteyned 
fo: the lame. 
¶ Ind therfoꝛe if the thinge that he is 
couicted foꝛ, be no hereſie as it may be, 
in ſome caſes, after the clergie, bicauſe 
it is ageynſte the cannons, and yet be 
none in dede, bycauſe tho cannons be 
ageynſt the cuſtome of the realme, and 
that in tẽpoꝛall thynges : then may the 
kynge denye the wꝛitte. And then as to 
that treatiſe, that thou ſpekeſt of, cal⸗ 
led Circumſpecte agatis, J littel regarde it. 
Fo: many men lap, it is no ſtatute, but 
that it hath been ſo named to be by the 
pꝛelates: And ſo it is ſayde in the nyn⸗ 
tene pere of kinge Ed warde the thyꝛde, 
that it was. And hit is the moe lyke 


to be ſoo, bycauſe the ſame Treatyle,

ſhall aſſoyle hym, and that befoꝛe he be 
aſſoyled he ſhall make amendis to the

It is recited there that fo 
fo:nication, auoutrie, and luche other, 
there is ſometyme alligned by pꝛelates 
bodily peyne, and ſomtyme pecuntarte 
peyne, +] knowe not one caſe, where 
pꝛelates fo2 cozrection of ſynne may aſ⸗ 
ligne pecuniarie peyne.

Welle admytte hit be therin , as thou 
ſayſte, yet it can nat be ſayde, but that 
the cuſtome of the realme is bꝛoken by 
it. SA LEM, Why what calleſt thou 
the cuſtome of the realme in ſuch caſe? 
BIZ AN. That the kynge ſhall kepe 
in pꝛyſone ſuche as be excommunicate 
by the pꝛelates, tyll they haue ſatisfted 
the churche as well of the contempt as 
of the wꝛonge.

Foz 
if he thought in his conſcience,y right⸗ 
wilenes and truthe bounde hym to do 
that he dyd as J (ſuppoſe vertly it dyd, 
it ſuffiſed to hym . Fo: ignoꝛance may 
excuſe, but onely agaynſte the la we of 
god, æ the lawe of reſon. And the thin⸗ 
ges that the kyng and he varied vpon: 
were vpon the cuſtomes of the hy

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and the kynges — whiche 
fainct Thomas thought, was agetaſte 
the libertie of the churche, wherin ſaint 
Thomas myght lightly be decetued by 
1gno2ance: howe be it I thinke verily, 
that there is onething,thatderogateth 
and diminiſheth greatly the very true 
honour, p wold be giuen by many men 
to [aint Thomas, it that were not. BY, 
What is that :S A. It is that ſome pꝛi⸗ 
ſes exalt laint Thomas fo high aboue 
other ſayntes,x pꝛocute honour to him 
moꝛe the cõmonly is done to any of the 
apoſtels, and yet ſecretely ſtele the ho- 
nour to them ſelfe, and thinke them ſelt 
the moe wozthy honour foꝛ his dedes: 
and that hath cauſed ſome laye menne 
to haue leſſe deuocion to hym thanne 
they wolde haue hadde. And thoughe 
they do not wel in that doyng: yet it is 
good to al puſtes to loke vpon the mat 
ter. And ſom what to caſe the myndes 
of the peple therin. And now wyl J ſay 
ſom what cocerningy outward honour 


done to ſapucte Thomas befoꝛe . 
ain⸗ 
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ſayntes, that I coulde neuer ſee catiſe 
reaſonable, why all the commemozati- 
ons in the pꝛouynce of Caunturburye 
ſhulde be ſaide moze in his name, then 
in the name of ſaynt Auguſtyne the a- 
poſtell of Englande, whiche bꝛoughte 
the fayth fy2ſte in to this realme. Foz 
as farre as to anne appereth ſayncte 
Thomas had neuer knowen the chziſtẽ 
fayth, ne had ben the holy doctryne of 
ſaynte Auguſtyne goinge befoze . And 
ſythe he was archebyſhoppe of Caun- 
turbury as wel as (aint Thomas was, 
«the fy:ſt and chiefe of al other archbi⸗ 
ſhops there: I can not ſe why the com⸗ 
memozations ſhuld not be attribute to 
hym rather thenne to the other. Ind J 
thinke verily, that ik it were ſo oꝛdered 
to be, that a right greatte occaſyon of 
mekenes in many ſpiritual men ſhulde 
folowe thervpon: and it is no doubte, 
but that ſaynct Thomas wolde be alſo 
ryght highly pleſed therwith . Ind fer- 
thermoze I can not ſe any conuentency 


why ſaynte Thomas ſhoulde haue his 
, feaſte 
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keaſt of his trans lation kept in ſo high 
ſolempnitie as it is accuſtomed to be: 
befoꝛe other ſaynctis. And parauen- 
ture that poynte with ſuche other lyke, 
Johfi Gerſon mente to treate of in his 
treatiſe that he calleth in latine Declare: 
tio defectuum uirorum eccleſtaſticorum, where 
he aduertſeth rulers to loke, whether 
it be conuenient, that ſome new ſaintis 
ſhuld haue moze ſolemnitie in the chut 
che of god, then the auncient ſaynctes 
haue. And yet if the ſolemnitie to ſome 
of the apoſtols and to ſaynct Thomas 
be compared to gether, they be ryghte 
farre a ſonder. And therfoꝛe why his 
Tranſlation ſhulde be kepte holy dap, 
and not the veray day ofthe depoſition 
of ſaynt Auguſtine, 02 of ſaynt Ethel- 
bert, that was the fy:ſte kinge of Eng: 
lande, that was conuerted: 02 why the 
depoſition of ſarnt Edwarde kyng and 
confeſſour, whiche fallethe in the. rit, 
days, as the depoſition of ſainct Tho⸗ 
mas dothe, ſhoulde not be had in moze 
honour then it is, and ſainct GI 
0 
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fo haue ſo moche, J can nat telle what 
the very conſideratton ſhulde be of it. 
And verily J ſuppoſe p if the depoſits 
of faynte Ethelbert, and ol ſaynt Ed⸗ 
warde, and the translation of ſaynte 
Thomas wete on the depoſitiõ of ſaint 
Auguſtyne kepte holy daye to gethey, 
end the holy daye of the ttanſtation ol 
ſaynt Thomas to ceaſſe, and that pie» 
ſtes onely ſhoulde ſaye the ſeruyce of 
faynt Thomas on the day of his tran⸗ 
ſtation, æ the people not ta be bound to 
here it, that it wold right highly pleſt 
fait Thomas, and caute many ꝑſons 
allo to haue hym moe in hondur then 
they haue nowe. And here (as me ſe⸗ 
meth) it is ſomewhat tobe meruayled 
alſo, that al we englyſhemen, as to the 
multitude or vs, canne repoꝛt moe oł

$0 one of his articles, as J haue foũd it 
wutten 
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waitten in the ſayd boke is this. It con 
trouerſic be vpon the pꝛeſentment of a 
benetice betwene lay mẽ and clerkes, p 
kynge pꝛetended that it ought to be de⸗ 
termyned in his courte: And it is ſaid, 
that ſaincte Thomas ſhulde fynde de⸗ 
fault at this article, as a thyng ageinſt 
the libertie of the church. And ſurely it 
is not ageynſt the liberte of the church 
but is an olde laudable cuſtome of the 
realme, the kyriges pꝛerogatyue, and 
the right of his coꝛowne.

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And this article is alſo holden fo: lawe 
in this realme to this daye. Foꝛ in caſe 
that the iuge ſpirituall wyl not aſſoyle 
the parti without reſtitution, where by 
the lawes of the realmehe ought to do 
it : thekynge may vppon a contempte 
commaunde hym to doo it. And if he 
wyll nedely pꝛocede to compell reſtitu⸗ 
tion, a pꝛohibition lyth. And that is the 
very cauſe why an excõmengement cer- 
tified befoꝛe the kynges iuſtice by the 
pope. was neuer alowed in this realm, 
bycaule the kynge myght not wztte to 
Rome to make the abſolution, in caſe Þ 
by his lawes the ꝑtie ought to haue it. 
¶ Alſo an nother article is, that the 
churche ſhall not defende goodes that 
be foztayte. | 
¶ Alſo that plees of det belonge to the 
kingts court, though an othe be made. 
¶ Alſo that the ſonne of a bonde man 
ſhal not be made pꝛeſt without liccce of 
the loꝛde. Theſe thzee laſte articles be 
holds foꝛ law in this realm to this day. 
And yet it is (aide, that laint — 
| relp⸗ 
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reſiſted theym. 


ſaid the laſte articles, the lawe is this, 
as J take it, that if the ſonne of a bond 
man be made pꝛieſt without the loꝛdes 
licence, that pet he is a bondman as he 
was befoze, and the loꝛde may compell 
him to do him ſeruice as to a pꝛieſt be⸗ 
longeth, befoze any other. And though 
the truth were that ſaint Thomas reli⸗ 
ſted theſe articles al that he coulde,and 
that he is yet neuertheles canoniſed as 
a ſaint, that pꝛoueth nothyng thoſe ar- 
ticles to be bnlaufull . Foz yf he in his 
conſciẽce thought them vnlaufull that 
ſuffiſeth to hym, as J haue ſatd befoze. 
¶ And moze ouer if all the clergie of 
chuſtendome wolde pꝛohibite the ſaide 
articles, oꝛ any article of the law of this 
realme, p is not againſt the law of god 
no: thelawof reſon: Þ pꝛohibitiõ ſhuld 
not be of cffect in this realme. And ther 
be dyucrs other artycles in bokes #[e- 
gendts, wherin he reſiſted Þ lawe of the 


realme without cauſe, it it be as 5 ſaide

¶ And as to the thyrde artycle of the 
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bokes doo teſtifie whiche Jrempytte to 
the iudgement of theym that wyll take 
the peyne to rede them. And ouer that 
in the bokes of ſome pardoners, that 
haue gone about fo: ſaynt Thomas, be 
conteyned many and dyuers friuolous 
and vntrue thynges foꝛ pzocurynge of 
monep: as it is of this article, that ne 
had ſaynt Thomas ben, no man ſhuld 
haue ſette his chylde to ſcole, noꝛ haue 
eaten in his houſe, pygge, goſe, no2 ca⸗ 
pon, but he lhulde haue payed a fyne to 
the kynge. And dyuers other thynges 
be thus imagyned, wherby the people 
be greattely illuded and deceyued, and 
faynt Thomas right highly diſpleſed. 
Foꝛhe loueth no vntruth, and yet they 
haue bene ſuffered to paſſe ouer frome 
yere to pere without co2rection : doſte 

thou not thynke mp frende Byſaunce, 
that ſuche thynges wolde be refoꝛmed⸗ 
BY Z AN. Fozſoth I thinke it right ex⸗ 


pedient that rulers and gouernours 
loge well vpon ſuche matters. But yet 


lomme men wyll parayenture * 
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that it is not conuenient, foꝛ lay men to 
ſpeake of ſuche highe thynges, as per⸗ 
tayne to great clerkes and hygh lerned 
men. And J haue harde ſome men ſay 
my ſelfe, that befoze laye men ſpake of 
luche high matters, the wozlde was in 
good peace and quietnes, and that ſith 
they medled therwith, the wozlde was 
neuer well, but ful of trouble, diuiſion, 
and ſtryfe. And therfoze it wyll pera⸗ 
uenture be better foz the and me, to let 
theſe matters palle, tyll our loꝛde ſhall 
put the rulers in mynde to loke vpon 
them, and ſe theim rekourmed, then to 
ſpeke any moze of them, and lyttyll ef- 
fecte 02 none to folowe of our ſpekyng. 
S AL. The moze that the rulers here 
of the gruges that be amonge the peo⸗ 
ple, the moꝛe wyll they regarde theym, 
and wyll the rather ſette to they? aſſi⸗ 
ſtaunce to helpe to auoyde them, ſythe 
they be as well to the high diſpleaſure 
of almighty god, as to the great hurte 
of the common welth of all the people. 


Ind I thynke verilye, that a common

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welth ſhal neuer ryle, as longe as theſe 
gruges continue. And therkoze J truſt 
our ſpekyng ſhal not be clerely in vain, 
ſithe foine cauſis of the ſaid grudges a 
diuiſions may happly be put in mynde 
therby, whiche elles ſhoulde not haue 
ben remembud. And ther be many pꝛe⸗ 
ſidentes, by the which it appereth, that 
laye menne haue reaſonned in ryghte 
hight matters. Fyꝛſte when the Kabure 
ot. xx v.of Edward the third that is cal- 
led De aduocationibus, was made, was it 
not (as thou ſuppoſeſt)argued à realo- 
ned, whether the parliament might ſet 
remedy in ſuche caſes, where the pope 
made collatios o2 reſeruatiõs to any be 
nefices within this realm! And who re 
ſoned that matter as thou thinkeſt but 
the loꝛdes tempozal x the comons? veri 
ly none. Foꝛ the loꝛdes ſpirituall durſt 
not therin reſiſt the pope. And no moze 
they durſt when the queſtiõ was aſked 
in the parlyament, Anno. x bi. Rich. it. 
whether the pope myghte translate a 
byſhop in out realme without the kyn- 
Ra 
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ges aſſent, whervnto the biſhops made 
a pꝛoteſtation, that it was not they: in⸗ 
tente to ſaye, but that;the pope myghte 
make ſuche tranſlacions by the lawes 
of the churche : but they ſayde it was 
agaynlt the kyng and his crowne, if he 
dyd it. Ind the comons ſayd, that they 
wolde ſticke with the kinges right in it 
vnto the deth. And the lozdes tempoꝛal 
ſaide, that they wolde be with him with 
al their power. And it ts not to thynke, 
that theſe aun weres were made ſo⸗ 


And who ſhoulde reaſone hit, but the 
lozdes tempozalle and the commons, 
and ſpecially they that were lerned in 
the lawes ok the realme. | 
¶ Alſo ſithe it is recyted in the wait De 
excommunicato deliberando, that the king at 
the peticion of the biſhop comaded the 
ſhyꝛeff to iuſtifie ſuche a certein perſon 
by his body, as a ma excõmunicate ⁊ cõ 
tepning the keis of the church, til he la⸗ 
tisfied the church. c. with diuers other 
thynges comonly vſed to be put into

denly without great reaſonyng befoze. 
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ſayde wzitte, whiche be here omytted: 
are not they then that be lerned in the 
la wes of the realme, ſpecially they that 
{hall be of the kynges counſell bounde 
to aduertile the king, what is a contem 
nynge of the keyes of the churche, and 
what not: ſo that he ſhulde not in ſuch 
caſe do any thynge agaynſt the keys of 
the churche ! I trowe no man wyl ſay, 
but they be. Foz els the kynge ſhulde 
happely be enfozced to gyue credence 
to ſpiritual men in maters concernyng 
their iuris diction ageynſt his owne. It 
ig not therkoze conuenient fo2 any man 
to ſay, that lay men ought not to reſon 
the power of the churche. Foz if it di- 
mynithe the right of the crowne, waſte 
theſublkaunceof the realme, pꝛohibite 
the laboure oꝛ lyuynge of the people, 
they may well ſpeake of it. Ind alſo ar 
bounde to ſpeake of it, ſpecially they p 
be lerned in the lawes of the realme. 
¶ And where thou ſayſte, that befoze 
that laye men ſpake of ſuche matters, 
the woꝛlde was in good peale and qui

Thou 
haſte recyted many thinges tn theſe ad- 
dicions, that thou thynkeſte wolde be 
refourmed, and in ſome poyntes thou 
haſt detuſed howe they may be refour- 
med but thou haſte not done ſo in all:

repoꝛted to be, ſpecially in the matters 
that be moſte of ſubſtaunce: and that 
may appere thus. The clergie pꝛeache 
and teache, that our loꝛde Jeſu Chziſt, 
very god and man, is the very ſautour 
of the woꝛlde, redemyng vs by his pal 
ſion. And the other do euen lyke wile, 
and take hym as the verye Medya⸗ 
tour betwixt god and man, and none 
but hym. 
¶ The clergie alſo teche, and pꝛeche, 
that al men be boũd to beleue ſcripture, 
that is to ſay, the olde teſtament #4 the 
newe,and ta foloweitas a thyng molt 
neceſſary to our ſaluation. AndÞp other 
be euen of the ſame optnto: a the diuer⸗ 
ſite that is betwirt them therin ſtãdeth 


ſpecially in this poynte: The clergie 
pꝛetende, 
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pꝛetende, that they onely ought to de⸗ 
clare ſcripture to the lave menne, and 
that they oughte to folowe they: tea⸗ 
chynge and declaration therin, and not 
to expounde it thein ſelfe, ne to haue it 
in theyr mother tongue: And manye 
laye men, and alſo ſome great clerkes 
holde the contrarie, and (aye, that it 1s

¶ Ind lykewyſe there is no ſuche dy⸗ 
uerlite of opinions, as ſome men haue 
taken hit to be, betwyrte Feythe and 
good warkes. Foz bothe parties agree, 
that good warkes be neceſſarye vnto 
ſaluation : and the thynge that ſemeth 
to be as a vartance betwixt them therin 
is onely vpon termes, and not in ſub⸗ 
ſtance, as thus: The one parte layth, 
that feyth without good warkes is but 
a deed feyth, and — not to ſalua⸗ 
tion. And after as they meane, they 
ſaye trouth. Fo: they meane ofa naked 
feyth of a man, that hath neyther cha⸗ 
rite noꝛ good warkes: but that he hath 
feythe, and lyeth in deedly ſynne, and 
dyeth without repentance. Jn whiche 
caſe the feythe ſuffiſeth not to hym, as 
they affirme it doth not: but they deny 
not, but that it ſuche a man in the later 
ende come to repentance, though it be 
euyn atte the laſte poynte, but that he 
(hal be ſaued, and that that *. 

albe 
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halbe acceptable foꝛ hym afoze god in 
place ot the good warkes that he had 
not, and that his rewarde ſhalbe after 
the mocheneſſe 02 littelneſſe of his con⸗ 
trition and ſorowe. And the other parte 
ſaythe, that feythe onely tuſtifieth be⸗ 
fo:e god: and they alſo, after as they 
meane, ſaye trewely. Foz they calle hit 
no feyth, onleſſe it haue good warkes, 
And thcrfoze they ſtyrre the people to 
good warkes all that they canne, that 
they maye haue a Iyuely feythe: foz 
they ſaye, that yf a man beleue all the 
articles of the keythe, and all that he 
is commaunded to beleue beſide, and 
lyueth in deedly ſynne, that he hath no 
feythe . Ind loo it appereth, that thele 
menne varye not in cffccte in this mat⸗ 
tier, but in termes: howe be it a littell 
variance there is betwixt them therin, 
vnder this maner: They that l ay, that 
feith tuſtificth befoze god, wene p many 
people haue ſuch a truſte in theyꝛ good 
warkes, that they hope to be ſauid only 
by theym. And ſurely if any be of that 
opinion, 
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opinion, they be far deceyed. Foz none 
ſhalbe ſaued but through v grace, mer⸗ 5 
cy, and goodneſſe of oure lozde . And 6 
therkoze to gyue the people occaſion , * 
that they ſhal truſte in grace moꝛe then 
in they2 good warkes, they extolle feith N 
and grace aboue good warkes , And 
the other partie ſaythe , that there is 0 
none that truſteth onely in his good 4 
warkes . And therfoze they ſaye, that 12 
it nedeth not to extolle faythe ſo moche F 
as they do, But nowe admytte tt be 1 
as they laye : yet me ſeincthe , that 
pk any manne doubte, whether they .

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C And of all other opinions that opi⸗ 
nion gothe moſte nigheſt to the diſtruc⸗ 
tion of the common welthe . Foz it is 
a mayntepner of louthe and idelnes, 
and a deſtroyer of all good labour. 

And there be many other that ſey, that 
there be none of that opinion: but they 
ſey, that they haue harde many of this 
opinion, that in tyme of neceſſite of our 
neighbour, all thynges that we haue, 
oughte to be in common to hym, and 
we bethen bounde in charite to mini⸗ 
ſter of our goodes vnto hym after as 
his neceſſitie requyreth : but that any 
might take it them ſelte, they lay, they 
— harde none ot that! opinion. And 
ſurely F thynke it is true as they ſay, 
And ſaint Auguſtin to that effect ſaith 
thus: He that ſeeth his brother in ne⸗ 
ceſſite, aud ſhytteth his helpe and com 
foꝛte from hym: howe abydeth the cha⸗ 


rite of god in hym : And J beſeche our 


loꝛde ſende vs many of that opinion, 
that is to ſay, that we ought to com⸗ 


municate of our goodes to our neigh- 
hours,

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bours, that be in neceſſitie: and not to 
ſende vs ſo moche as one of the other 
opinion, that is to ſay, that they might 
take it them ſelfe. And that if there be 


none of that opinion , that then there 


be none, that wyll repoꝛt there is. B Y, 
I perceyue wel, that thou thinkeſt, that 
there be not ſo great diuerſities of opi⸗ 
nions amonge the people as are noted 
to be, if the very trewe intent of they? 
myndes were throughly knowen:how 
be it ſomme cauſes of grudges thou a⸗ 
_ that there are yet remaynynge. 

nd therfoze though the remedies ther 
of perteyne moſt ſpecially to the rulers 
to trete vpon:yet as it ſemeth, it can do 
no hurt, if thou ſhewe thy mynde ſom⸗ 
what therin. S AL. Somewhat in a 
generalitie  wyll ſay mith good wyll. 
And fyrſt I thynke that it is right er- 
pedient that the la wes and iuris dicti⸗ 
ons ſpiritual and tempoꝛal be though 
ly agreed to gether: foꝛ vpon the vari⸗ 
enge of them this inconuenience folo⸗ 


weth : that whan ſome occaſion of va- 
riance 
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tiance happeneth to ryſe betwirte two 
men, and they al ke counſayle, one at 
the ſpirituall lawe, and the other at the 
tempozal la we, that bothe be inkoꝛmed 
that they haue right, and that cauſeth 
theym to ſtycke ſo ſooꝛe to they? titles, 
that they be farre fro any meane way, 
where ik eyther of theym were inſtruc⸗ 
ted, that the lawe were ageynſte hym , 
as moſte commonly the one of theym 
ſhoulde be, if they bothe aſked coun= - | 
ſayle at one lawe: that wold cauſe him 
that thought thelawe agaynſt hym, to

¶ Allo it ts ryght expediente, that all 
conſtitutions pꝛouincialle and legan 
tines, as haue ben made in tymepalte, 
ageynſte the lawes of the realme and 
the kynges pꝛerogatiue, where thela- _ 
wes of the realme oughte of righte to 
be folowed: and alſo all ſuche lawes 
as be ouer greuous to the people by er 
tendynge ouer great multitude of er- 
communications vpon theym: 2

¶ Alſo it ſemeth expedient, that none

¶ Alſo it ſemeth to ſtande with chari⸗ 
tie, that lyke as there is appoynted cer⸗ 
tayne collettis and oziſons fo: infidels 
in lent, that there be a ſpectall collette 
fo: them all tymes of the pere bothe at 
mattens, malle, eupnſonge, complin, 
Placebo and dirige: and lykewyſe foꝛ 
the peace and tranquillitie of all chu⸗ 
ſten realmes , ſpectallye nowe in this 
daungerouſe tyme. 
¶ Alſo that all parkes and paſtures, 
that be in the handes of ſpiritual men, 
J. ii. and 
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and be mete fo tyllage, be by a certain 
tyme buylded and tourned into tyllage 
vpon a peyne, Ac. Ind foꝛ as moche as 
moche tymbꝛe wyll be ſpent aboute it, 
and tymbꝛe is greatly waſted in many 
places, that it be dtuiled, howe tymbze 
and wodde maye be increaſed and pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued hereafter. And me thinketh ſe⸗ 
ynge the kynges grace and his coun⸗ 
ſayle haue diuiſed ſo good a waye foz 
nouryſhynge of wodde in Jrelande, as 
they haue done, that it were very well, 
that if they did likewiſe foz this realm. 
¶ Alſo it ſemeth to be right expedient, 
that certayne articles, whereof parte 
ſhall be recited hereafter, be gathered 
to gether, and that pꝛeachers be com⸗ 
maunded, that in euerye lermon, they 
ſhall moue the people to fulfylle them, 
as nygh as god ſhall gyue them grace: 
and ſuche other alſo as the parlyament 
ſhall thynke conuenient. Ind not to re⸗ 
cyte eucry article in euerve ſermon, foꝛ 
it wolde ſomtyme be tedious, but part 
of theym, as they ſhall thynke mooſte 
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p:ofytable fo2 the audience. And one 
of the ſaid articles as it ſeineth may be 
this, that the pꝛeacher diligentlye in⸗ 
ſtructe the people , what warkes beſte 
pleaſe god: and alſo to inſtructe them, 
in what oꝛder they ought to be done. 
And for a remembꝛance J ſhall bꝛefely 
touche ſomewhat of that mattier, and 
commytte the ferther declaration ther⸗ 
of to the pꝛeachers. 

¶ The wozke that moſte pleaſeth our 
lozde, as I take fo2 the laie people, is 
the releuynge and comfoꝛtynge of our 
neighboure, that hathe nede : and the 
greatter thathis nede 1s, the greatter 
ſhall be our rewarde . Ind as payer X 
contemplation be the higheſt warkyn- 
ges in the lyfe contemplatife :lo is this 
dede of mercy to our netghbour, done 
in charite, the higheſt warke in the lyfe 
actiue. And therkoꝛe no man can come 
vnto it, but by great labout and dili⸗ 
gence. Foz it is alway harde to atteyne 
to vertue, and the higher the vertue ts, 
the moe difficultie is in the atteynyng 
J. iii. of 
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of hit: and the kyngedome of heuen 
muſte be gotte with a violence. It is 
calye to buylde churches and monaſte⸗ 
ries, to gyue bokes and chalices to the 
ſeruice of god, if a ma haue wherwith: 
fo: laude and p:ayle,and a woꝛldly con 
tcntation foloweth commonly vpon it: 
but in doinge dedes of charitte toi our 
neighboir, there beſo manye difficul- 
ties, that it maye anone diſcourage a 
man to contynewe in hit, but he doo it 
purely fo2 god. Howe be hit J meane 
not that of gyuyng of almes to pooze 
men that al ke it by waye of almeſſe in 
the ſtretes: but J meane hit of cha- 
tytable dedes to be done to theym, that 
fyght with pouertye, and be aſhamed 
to aſ ke it: neuer the leſſe the diffycul- 
tyes therof J wylle not expꝛeſſe at this 
tyme. 
¶ Alſo it is a ryght great grace, that 
ſuche a delyꝛe is come amonge the peo⸗ 
ple to haue poꝛe men releued. But ſure 
ly if it comme to this poynte hereafter, 
that ſpirituall menne wyll * fo: 
5 eir 
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theyr owne aduͤauntage, and lyttelle 
fo: pooze menne: that deſyꝛe fo2 pooꝛe 
menne wylle ſoone lake and vanyſſhe 
aweye hereafter, as hit hath doone in 
tyme paſte. 
¶ Ind as to the goynge on pylgre⸗ 
mage, methynketh it may be accomp⸗ 
ted and ſet in the loweſt degre of good 
warkes: in ſo moche, that as J ſup⸗ 
pole, tf a man in doinge ſuche pylgre⸗ 
mage ſpend large money koꝛ his coſtes 
and offerynge, that if he wolde diſpoſe 
moche lelle thenne that, at hoome a⸗ 
monge his pooze neighbours ; that he 
ſhoulde moze highely pleaſe our lo2de 
therby, oꝛ our ladye , o2 other ſayncte 
that he gothe to, and ſoner opteyne his 


reat expences in his pylgremage and 
is labour bothe. And though he gyue 
almes to ſome pooze men by the weye: 
yet is he moze bounden to his pooze 
neyghboures at whome , and moo2e 
thanke ſhall he haue of god, yfheloke 


charitably vnto them.

tuſte petitions therby, than by all his 
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Aus o it is right expedient, that pꝛea⸗ 


chers okte inſtruct their audience, that 


the pꝛayer of a good lape manne moꝛe 
pleſeth god, then the pꝛayer of an yuel 
pꝛieſte, oꝛ of an yuel religious manne. 
And to inſtructe them alſo, that vocall 
pꝛayer is not the only thyng that pꝛay⸗ 
eth, though it be ſingularly good in it 
ſelfe: fo: the true and iuſt labour of the 
peple is alſo a right good pꝛayer How 
be it if they ſomtyme vle vocal p2ayer, 
when they maye come to it, they do the 
better.
